fecond Queftion — What's the meaning and Original 
of the Name or Title Preffer Fobn: Paulus Venetus, 
we are not miftaken, isthe firft H.{torian who makes 
any mention of tuch a Prince ; he’s call’d by feveral 
Names, or if you will, there are feveral Corruptions of 
his true Name or Title: He's ftyl'd by che Italians Pre- 
fle, or Pretegianniy ar Giovanni, which gave rife to our 
Prefter, by fome Presbyter Fohbn, whence he wasat firft 
thought a fort of a Melchizedekian Prince, both Prieft 
and King. Secaliger thinks the true word is Fra/tigiant, 
or the Apoftolick Prince, but the moft tolerable Conje- 
Sure feems tous to be that of thole who think him 
ftyl'd by the Perfians Preffer Chan, which fignifies, as 
Ludolfus tells us, either the Prince of the Adorers, name- 
ly Chriftians, or Prince of the beft Servants, as Blancard 
in his Notes upon Curtits, quoted in the forementioned 
Author. This for the Name, now forthe Place, where- 
in there is not le!s dithculty : Its generally agreed the 
true Prefter Fola was a Chriftian Afiatick Prince, his 
Territories lying fomewhere becween Tendue and Ca- 
thria. which lift there’s now no doubt is no other then 
a part of China. itt which Countreys there remain d no 
obtcure footiteps of Chriftianity, when the jeluits firlt 
came hither: This Prince the Portnguefe long fought at- 
ter, but not being able to difcover him, fome of em 
heard of a Kingdom of Chriftians in Africa, call'd Ab- 
byffiniz or Exbiopi2z, andthe Prince thereof it feems they 
were refolv’'d fhou'd be Prejier Fobn, fince they cou'd 
find no other. This Name therefore he retains amonglt 
us Europeans, his Countrey lying toward the middle 
of Afici, North of the Cape of Good-Hope, South of E- 
gypt, wath'd tothe Eaft, or Eaft and by South, with 
the Red-Sea: His Territories were formerly large and 
famous, now reduc’d into a narrow Compats by the 
Turks and his own Rebels, fome hundreds of thoufands of 
the Natives being befides deftroy'd in Religious Wars, on 
accounts of the Jeluits, who vainly endeavour'd to fet- 
tle there the Romifh Religion ——~ Now as co their 
own proper Religion, the fecond thing to be confider’d, 
"tis neareft that of the Greek Church, tho’ there feem 
therein fome mixtures of Judailm, and other Errors. 
We han’t room to give a particular Account of their 
Contefion of Faith, only in general, for their Errors, 
they with the Greek Church deny the proceflion of 
the Holy Spirit trom Sonas well as Father. The Jefu- 
its fay, they own but one Nature in Chrift, that they 
repeat Baptifm every year, thele are their principal 
Errors: On the other fide, they have a venerable E- 
fteem of the Holy Scriptures, acknowledging them the 
only Rule of Faith and Life. They own no Purgato- 
ry, thé they have a fort of Good Withes for the Dead, 
as had the Ancient Chriftians and Jews. In Nice 
Points of Religion they fuffer men to be of different Sen- 
timents ; they believe the Trinity, deny Trantubftantia- 
tion, yet {eem to own a Real pretence ; and thefe are 
the moft confiderable things we know ofthem, let thofe 
confult Fob Ludoflus his excellent Hiftory, who defire 
further tatisfaction.

For the latter Reafon, We fuppofe, which feems 
fairly intimated in what follows, He was a mighty Hun- 
ter of Beajts, We think, rather than Men, and the be- 
ginning of his Empire is afterwards defcrib’d. 

Belides, tis very probable he was the Youngeft of 
all the Sons of Cufh, becaufe nam’d after all the reft ; 
which if true, what becomes of the fo much talk’d of 
Patriarchal regal Power, We mean, as it has been round- 
ly afferted of univerfal and eternal Obligation , thig 
Nimrod being, We think, generally gramted the Father 
of Monarchy ? And is’tnot much better to let things of 
that Nature reft on the fteddy Laws and Confticutions 
of Kingdoms, than on fuch weak and unfaithful Foun- 
dations as fome People have laid for ’em, on which 
they may indeed build high, but not fafe, any more 
tnan Nimrods Subjects, when their foolith Tower was 
brought to Confufion.

You ought to have been particular, whether 
it's one Perfon or more, Man or Woman that thus difturbs 
you —If one Woman, (whether fhe you ftood behind 
the Pevv with, or any other —) its a very dangerous 
Symptom, and you ought to be fhut up with an Ia- 
{cripeion at your Door for Sufpition of Love. If they 
are more than one, or of the other Sex, it’s poflible 
there may be tome unaccountable Antipathy ( We might 
e’ne as well have call’d it an Occult Quality ) between 
vour Body and theirs: But it feems clear, the Caufe of 
this can't be a Want of Affurance and Converfation, be- 
caufe ’tis not fo when you're with other Perfons, and 
if Natural, We fuppofe you don't expect any RKe- 
medy.
